at Prince George Park.

Several Hundred Horses on the 
Grounds, the Majority of Them 
in Racing Condition. 



BALTIMORE. M«l., March 31. — The eastern me- 
ins season of 1919 will he ushered in tomorrow 
with the opening of the Southern Maryland Agri- 
culture Association's spring meeting at Bowie. Rac- 
ing secretary Joseph M risen nan has arranged a good 
program of seven races for opening day, with the 
Bowie Inaugural Purse as the chief attraction. 
While the fields for the initial day’s sport are rather 
small numerically, the entries are for the most 
part seasoned horses that have j us r lately arrived 
from New Orleans and Havana, and therefore are 
ready to race to their best form. The track is in 
fine condition and indications are that the weather 
man will furnish a pleasant sunshiny day to greet 
the return of the thoroughbred, t'ertain it is that 
with propitious weather the Prince George course 
will hardly accommodate the big throng of race- 
hungry devotees that will come from Washington. 
Philadelphia and other surrounding cities, together 
with tlic large outiMiuring of local turfites. 

On Saturday evening, after the arrival of several 
southern and eastern consignments, there were by 
actual count 33l! thoroughbreds quartered at the 
Bowie course. These, with the 220 Hen- 

ning. to lie shipped when occasion arises on the 
daily horse special, will supply t lie material for 
the meeting. » 

Many additional arrivals, including delegations 
from New York and Hot Springs, visited the Bowie 
course today. Racing secretary McLennan was well 
satisfied with the first day’s entries and predicts 
larger fields as the meet ins progresses. His as- 
sistant. John Boone, who lias solicited entries on 
Jockey t'luli tracks for two generations, visited 
Benning and secured several entries. The niutuel 
department is in complete readiness. Fred Dies - 
sen has returned to supervise the ticket room. 

’Jockey Butwell will ride free lance on opening 
day. By daily exercise lie has reduced his riding 
weight to 110 pounds.

Gad Bryan, stockholder in the Bowie track, 
arrived cm husiastic over the success of the Jeffer- 
son Park spring meeting and predicted a great 
future for the southern plant with the ambitious 
plans mapped for next year.

Translate 
i« being pointed for the Prenkiiess, and if tlie in- 
clination for route travel which lie displayed during 
Gie fall of litis may he taken as a guide, lie will 
prove a serious contender for the biggest of tlie 
Maryland spring stakes.

General Manager Matt Winn Says New Organization i Movement of the Jockey Club to Result in Improv- 
Guarantees “A Square Deal for Everybody." j ing the Earnings of the Higher Class Horses. 



LOi’ISVILLE. Ky.. March 31.— “A square deal 
for everybody.” This will be tlie slogan of the 
Kentucky Jockey ('Inti, owners of the four race 
tracks in this state, according to vice-president and 
general uianaier Matt J. Wiutu who lias just re- 
turned li. tali'. Jt 'astern trip. 1' e new 'SttUliisr. 
lion.” <’o|. Winn stated in tlie course of an inter- 
view. “although controlled h.v private capital, will 
conduct racing ill this state as though it were a 
public institution, and it will endeavor to conduct 
tlie different meetings so as to gain tlie largest 
possible measure of public sup]* irt . Everything 
will lie open and aboveboard, and everybody will 
lie given a square deal. Tlie business sessions of 
tlie club will not lie held behind closed doors, and 
anyone who lias a grievance whether lie lie either 
stockholder, horseman or patron, will he given a 
hearing. We want tlie confidence of tlie public 
and will endeavor to gain tlie same l»y supplying the 
best kind of racing and insisting that all of our 
employes treat tlie patrons with all due courtesy. 
Every consideration will lie given tlie horsemen. 
They will race for tlie largest possible purses, and 
if they have any complaint to make they can come 
to me and feel assured that they will tie given 
proper consideration. The stockholders of tlie club 
can rest assured that their investment will be util- 
ized to secure the best possible results. The books 
of tlie club will la- open at all times for their 
inspeetion.” 

t’ol. Winn has been busy during his absence from 
tlie dty and lias little time to give to the matter 
of tlie selection of officials for tlie different tracks 
under his management. The organization of the 
club, with ils many details, is now occupying his 
attention, and until this work is completed the 
list of officials will not tit- announced. 

Yesterday afternoon Col. Winn met R. L. Baker 
by appointment for a conference over matters per- 
tiiining to tlie Lexington meeting, of which Mr. 
Baker will have eharge. Col. Winn will probably 
make a flying trip to Lexington for tlie putqiose 
of settling a number of matters in connection 
with that meeting that require his attention. 

Col. Winn, during his visit east, was besieged 
with inquiries regarding tlie Kentucky Derby, and 
found tiiat the public interest in the big race in 
New York and other cities was greater than ever. 
For tlii- next three weeks Col. Winn will spend most 
of his time at tlie (lull's headquarters in this city, 
with an occasional trip to Iaitonia anil Lexington. 
The apiNiiiitineiit of Harry Hreivogel to succeed 
Col. Winn as manager of the Laurel track will 
in no wise interfere witli iiis position of resident 
manager at Latonia. inasmuch as the meeting at the 
latter track does not conflict with that of the 
Maryland course. 

While nothing definite lias lieen announced it is 
believed tiiat Tom Young, tin- efficient superinten- 
dent at Churchill Downs, will be placed also in 
charge of Douglas Park, where tlie services of a 
resident track superintendent wiil not lie required 
as long as racing is not conducted at that plant. It 
is also believed in certain qua iters that Clias. Xolte, 
superintendent at Douglas Park, and who acted 
in a like capacity under John Hnchmeister at lai- 
tonia, will lie transferred to the latter track. 



BETTER TRANSPORTATION FOR BOWIE 



BALTIMORE. Md., March 31. — General manager 
James F. O’Hara has received the assurance of 
tlie officials of the Washington, Baltimore & An- 
napolis Electric Railway that tlie transportation 
facilities will show marked improvement over that 
which Howie patrons were compelled to suffer last 
fall. Traffic relief has iieen gained by tlie de- 
mobilization of many soldiers who were quartered 
ill Camp Meade last year. Their absence lias en- 
abled tlie trolley officials to divert ten new motor 
ears to tlie Bowie division, which should materially 
sliced tlie old schedule. Arrangement has also been 
made to run a daily horse-carrying special from 
Benning to tlie Bowie gate. Its operation wiil 
permit many who have wintered at Benning to send 
their horses for Bowie racing on occasions anil 
save tlie expense of shipping the entire stables, 
some of which include jumpers, to tlie Prince George 
course for the short racing term. 



TOO COLD FOR TRAINING AT LEXINGTON 

LEXINGTON. Ky., March 31.—' There was noth- 
ing of interest in the work of horses exercising at 
tlie Kentucky Association course today. The 
weather was cold and witli snow flurries, and the 
horses looked considerably crimped by the sudden 
change. Tlie trainers did not tarry long in the 
open, places by tlie fire being in strong demand. 

Messrs. Frederick Johnson and Charles J. Quinn of 
New York arrived from Louisville this morning and 
were tlie guest-s of Hal Price Headley, who re- 
turned last niglit from New York. 

James Gass arrived today from Cuba in advance of 
a ear which is bringing nine horses to tlie Ken- 
tucky Association track. 

Mr. and Mrs. Phil Chinn will leave here Wednes- 
day for Baltimore. The Kentucky Stable now is at 
Bowie, witli tlie exception of eight horses, which 
are to be sent from iiere later in the week. 



NEW YORK. X. Y.. March 31. — Since tlie Jockey 
Club lias decided to contribute to an annual weight - 
for -age race if will no ilouht be an incentive for all 
tlie major associations to lend a helping hand to- 
1 ward making this class 01' races more popular than 
! 'I lias be.-n ii\ lirte yeafe’ Su**h .«ce- have l»ea 
out of date for almost a generation, excepting in a 
few cases, but the time has now arrived for their 
resurrection, if only to show that tlie improvement 
in tlie breeding of horses is tiie object contemplated 
by those in 'command of racing and its regulators. 
Weigiit-for-age races should now become popular, 
for they will disclose tin- best horses of tic- year 
and. in most cases, decide which is tlie champion 
of each year. This in itself will add greatly to the 
interest, not only from a public standpoint, hut 
from a horseman and breeder’s point of view. Vic- 
tories in weight -for-age races will be coveted by 
owners of good horses, and what is more, high-class 
horses will have greater opportunities to earn wliat 
tin y deserve to earn. 

Tlie Jockey ('lull’s effort to revive weigiit-for-age 
stakes is to be highly commended and. while the 
fields may be somewhat limited at times, it is safe 
to say that ill tlie majority of cases a spirited con- 
test will result, even should t Iiere be but two 
starters. With more weight-for-age races the 
greater will become tlie interest in the ranks of 
owners, tlie earning ]iosxibilities of their horses be- 
ing so much greater than in handicaps. Nothing 
• nit good can come out of tlie impetus given to such 
races, esiiecially in tlie fall season when tlie horses 
of tlie various ages can lie brought together over 
different tracks. While there may be a horse 

which will win tlie majority of such races each 
year, it is not a sure thing, for tlie old adage. 
“Horses for courses,” will unquestionably enter into 
the argument and fast or heavy going will have a 
bearing on tlie results in some instances. Weight- 
for-age races will undoubtedly do much good for the 
turf and its future.

CLOSEST OF FINISHES AT HAVANA 



Only Smallest of Margins Separate First Five 
Horses in Yesterday’s Third Race. 



HAVANA. Cuba, March 31. — Today’s program at 
Oriental Park was made up of a series of selling 
races, a majority being sprinting distances. While 
tin- fields were not large, they were well matched 
and most of tlie winners were well extendd lo win 
by small margins. Wida. an apprentice who was 
developed during tlie meeting and who has shown 
steady improvement, was in rare form, landing two 
mounts as winners. Jockey Fraeli also rode two 
winners. 

The finish in the third race was tlie most excit- 
ing of the afternoon, five of tlie eight starters 
passing tlie judges’ stand in a compact bunch. The 
pacemaker. Comfort, lasted just long enough to 
beat Corson liy a nose. Miss Wright ran a game 
race in tlie opener. She was passed by Pajaroita 
II. while rounding the far turn, but in the home- 
stretch came again and outstayed tlie tiring leader. 
Prince lionero was forced to overcome rough treat- 
ment iu the second raw. At tlie end lie finished 
gamely and wen by a half length from the tiring 
Syrian. Encore made a runaway affair of the 
fourth, but at tlie end was hard ridden to. beat 
Storm Bound a scant length. Manganese set a 
terrific pace in tlie fiftli and drew away when 
entering tlie homestretch and tired badly' in tin- 
last eighth, but lasted long enough to ‘beat Die 
fast closing Senator James bv a neck. 

Mrs. C. H. Sprague claimed Sky Man for $700. 
and H. W. Plant claimed Manganese for $700. 

Two carloads of horses left Oriental Park this 
morning. One was consigned to Maryland and tlie 
other to Kentucky. The Maryland shipment was 
made up of horses owned by A. Lezama, W. C. 
Daly, E. G. Vivell. M. Smith and John’ Paiigle. 
The Kentucky shipment included Thomas W. 
Fenchter, F. Rector, R. J. Farris and J. Grifiu’s 
horses.

The latter pair were both badly 
shaken, but Connelly and Aldebaran were none tin- 
worse for their tumble. 

Harry Payne Whitney’s eraek. Zone d'Armee.

ing rare when lie scored an easy victory over 
Cam-ion and I sidy Pntnud. Tlie race, likewise, 
brought about the farewell saddle display of jockey 
Kirschbaum. at least for tlie remainder of the 
meeting here.

FOUR GENERATIONS OF RACING FAMILY 

RAL1 IMORK. Mi!.. March 31. — Hilly Garth is one 
of i lie fourth generation* of the Gaths to race 
horses. Iiis father, grandfather and greatgrand- 
father owned race hor>cs, and the hereditary trait 
has pursued itself through Hilly and finally on 
to hi> son. Lewis, both of whom are training divi- 
spins of one of the most formidable stables which 
"i i - * m "n °'i the Maryland circuit, it is said 
that Billy was at one time a rider — this he will 
not admit — though tlie records prove that lie is a 
first-class horseman, breeder and trainer. 

It was forty-one years ago that Billy came into 
possession of Ins first race horse, and ever since 
lie has been identified with racing. He has trained 
some of the best horses ever bred in tlie old 
I)om luion state, and was for several years identi- 
fied with Paul and Roy Rainey. For the last sev- 
eral years he has trained the Capt. Ral Parr 
thoroughbreds, twenty- three of which he has in 
training at Pimlico. 

His son. Lewis, representing the fifth of the line, 
lias another division of the Parr horses at Hen- 
ning. At Charlottesville. Va., the Garth family 
maintains a pretentious breeding farm.
